Leo G. Strauss, prominent Atlanta 
manufacturer, was shot and seriously 
wounded early Monday night by a 
white bandit who posed as a detec- 
tive to enter his car. Mr. Strauss 
was taken to the Emory University 
hospital, where his condition was said 
to be serious but not critical. 

The bandit’s bulle? penetrated Mr. 
Strauss’ body just above the waistline 
on the right side of the back. No 
vital spot was touched by the bullet 
and doctors at the hospital predicted 
a speedy recovery unless complica- 
tions set in. 

Found wounded on Ponce de Leon 
avenue near Julilwater road by W, 
F. Barbee, a drug clerk, and a com- 
panion, who were attracted by Mr. 
Strauss’ shouts for help, he was tak- 
en first to the home of his brother- 
in-law, Herber? J. Haas, at 1075 Lull- 
water road, and then to the hospital. 

Mr. Strauss. who ig vice president 
and secretary and treasurer of 
Francesa Frocks, Inc., said the bandit, 
a white man about 5 feet 8 inches 
tall. entered bis car when he stopped 
for a red light at Ponce de Leon 
and Moreland avenue. The man 
threatened Mr. Strauss with a gun 
and told him to drive on. 

The manufacturer attempted to at- 
‘ract attention of passersby on Ponce 
de Leon near Lullwater, whereupon 
the man shot him in the right side 
and jumped from the moving car, Mr. 
Strauss said. He drove to the curb 
and stopped and it was some time he- 
fore he was able to summon help. 

The bandit got no money, Mr. 
Strauss said. He escaped on foot. 

DeKalb, Decatur and Atlanta police 
are investigating the attempted rob- 
bery. 

Mr. Strauss is a brother of Dave 
Strauss, vice president of Rich's, Inc., 
and resides at SOl Briarcliff road. 
He is 49 years of age.

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Senate Passage Seen for 
Bill Designed to Lighten 


Debt Burden for Thou- 
sands of Persons.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(UP)— 
The house took an almost revolution- 
ary step today to get the country out 
of debt by passing the sweeping, Mc- 
Keown-LaGuardia bill under extraor- 
dinary procedure invoked by Speaker 
John N. Garner. 

The measure, described during de- 
baté® as the most important and far- 
reaching to come before congress in 
20 years, would permit both debt- 
burdened individuals and corporations 
to adjust, scale down, or extend their 
obligations, subject te approval of fed- 
eral courts. It amends existing bank- 
ruptey statutes. 

The vote was 201 to 43. The bill 
now goes to the senate. Prompt action 
is expected there. 

The house acted today in response 
to a plea of President Hoover and 
democratic and republican leaders that 
such a drastic measure is necessary to 
stave off a wave of bankruptcies and 
salvage as much as possible from the 
wreck left by the depression. 

At Problem’s Heart. 

It reaches to the heart of the jebt 
problem. It would benefit railroad 
corporations, many now on the brink 
of receiverships. It would give sur- 
cease to farmers whose prices have 
plunged and who are strapped to 
mortgages they can’t meet. It would 
help the city man who has lost his 
job and can’t meet debts incurred in 
halcyon days when the lure for au- 
tomobiles, radios, electric ice boxes 
and the like was strong. It would 
help those corporations which “sold” 
him in those boom days and now are 
undergoing difficulties. 

Chairman Hatton Sumners, of the 
house judiciary committee which draft- 
ed the bill, put it succinctly by saying 
the measure would give the country a 
“breathing spell.” 

The bill did not pass without scat- 
tered protests. Republicans complained 
because Garner would not permit 
amendments proposed by Solicitor- 
General Thomas D. Thacher, acting 
for President Hoover. 

Under the measure. individual debt 
adjusting agreements must be approv- 
ed by a majority of creditors and cor- 
poration re-organization plans must be 
approved by two thirds. But there is 


an exception in the case of mere ex-|| 


tensions, which may be ratified by the 
court without consent of creditors, 
both in individual and corporate cases, 
if the court finds such extensions 
equitable.

IS DEEMED LIKELY 


Reichstag Expected To 
Meet Briefly and Leave 
Government in Hands of 
New Ministry.

BERLIN, Jan. 30.—(#)—Adolf 
Hitler achieved his long-sought goal— 
the chancellorship -of the reich—to- 
day, and nationalist Germany was 
overjoyed at the union of President 
Von Hindenburg and the nazi leader 


in a common effort to pull the father- 
land out of the mire. 

Hitler, having at last attained the 
coveted ,oal, must now show whether 
the Messiah-like hopes of 13,000,000 
Germans in his statesmanship are jus- 
tified. 

The efforts of the Hitlerites as well 
as of the nationalist followers of Dr. 
Alfred Hugenberg at last triumphed 
in bringing the three great movements 
of the right—the nazis, the national- 
ists, and the members of the steel 
helmet war vet@rans’ association—to- 
gether after.-many aps and downs 
since they met for common effort at 
Harzburg in October, 1931. 

Field Marshal Von Hindenburg 
placed the highest political office of 
the reich in the hands of the former 
Austric-n corporal and at the same 
time appointed Dr. Wilhelm Frick 
and Hermann Goering (nazi lieuten- 
ants), Nationalist Leader Hugenberg

Recommendations Approved. 


The bills put into effect some of 
the recommendations of the board of 
regents of the University of Georgia 
made in the board’s anrual report to 
the governor.

The fourth 
bill would provide that all appropria- 
tions “already made or hereafter 
made for the use of any or all insti- 
tutions in the University System of 
Gieorgia be paid to the regents of the 
University System of Georgia in a 
lump sum, with the power and au- 
thority in said regents of the Uni- 
versity System of Georgia to allocate 
and/or distribute the same among the 
institutions under’ their control in 
such way and manner, and in such 
amount or amounts, as will further an 
efficient and economical administra- 
tion of the University System of Geor- 
gia.” 

$75,000 Appropriation Asked. 

An appropriation of $75,000 is 
asked in the house resolution to pay 
for the committee’s work in carrying 
out the rate and property valuation.

NEAR END OF WORK 


Harmony Prevails in 
Proposals for Solution 
Of Carrier Problems. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 30.—(/)—The 
national transportation committee, 
organized to work out a comprehen- 
sive plan for co-ordinating and regu- 
lating the operation of various forms 
of transportation, met today to begin 
putting the final touches on its re- 
port. 

The report will be released about 
February 15, it was stated. A first 
draft alrealy has been prepared, the 
committee of four members agreeing 
on all of its major recommendations. 
The final stages of preparation, it 
was explained, will be largely of an 
editing nature. 

Present at today’s meeting were 
Bernard M. Baruch, vice chairman, 
who has been acting as chairman since 
the death or the late President Cal- 
vin Coolidge; former Governor Alfred 
E. Smith, spokesman for the commit- 
tee; Clark Howell, publisher and edi- 
tor of The Atlanta Constitution, and 
Alexander Legge, president of the In- 
ternational Harvester Company. 

Governor Smith said, as he was 
leaving the meeting, that the commit- 
tee’s task was now virtually com- 
pleted. He declined to give any 
inkling of the committee’s recommen- 
dations. Other members indicated 
that the report had been so carefully 
secreted that no one outside of the 
committee had any idea as to its 
nature. 

“They gave us a job to do,” said 
one member, “and we did it. And 
there haven’t been any leaks.” 

A rumor that differences of opin- 
ion had arisen among the commit- 
tee members which might lead to the 
filing of a minority report was em- 
phatically denied. 

The task of sifting out vital facts 
regarding railroad, truck, airplane 
and waterways transportation was ac- 
complished in a_ spirit of splendid 
harmony, said one member.

TOO LOW, COURT RULES 


Decision of U. S. Tribunal | 
Brings Complicated Liti- 
gation to Close. 


_ Lengthy and complicated litigation 
in the Florida log rate case seemed 
to have beet ended Monday with the 
decision of a three-judge federal court 
that the tariff imposed by the Florida 
railroad commission was unreasonably 
and unjustly low as reported by the 
special master. 

Judge Horace M. Holden. the mas- 
ter in tie ease, was directed to find 
“whether the eharge made by the enr- 
rier for transportation in each in- 
stance was reasonable as measured by 
& common ‘aw standard. and if not. 
what was the reasonable charge to be 
made.” 

The decision upholds the origina! 
decision of the interstate commerce 
commission that rates over the Atlan- 
tic Coast Line for hauling logs be. 
tween points in Florida were uninust 
and unre.sonably low and placed a 
burden on the road because they didn’t 
carry a fair burden of the cost. 

A higher set of rates was prescribed 
and litigation followed. The federal 
eourt in Atlanta held that the I. C. C.| 
was right, but the United States su-' 
preme court set aside the order be- | 
eause the I. C. C. had not made suf- 
ficient findings of fact. The shippers | 
then sued the road for the difference | 
between the two rates. Later the 
I. ©. C. reaffirmed its decision. The 
case then came hefore Judge Holden, 
who found that the Florida rate was 
unjust and couldn't be made the -hasis 
of the Georgia suit The case was 
taken to the United States circuit 
court on appeal

APPROPRIATION HIKES 
ASSAILED BY HOOVER 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 30.—(4)— 
Hitting out at congressional action 
on the federal appropriations bills. 
the White House today issued a 
statement asserting that a total of 
$163,319,642 had been added by com- 
mittees of the senate or house to the 
budget figures recommended by [’resi- 
dent H-over. 

The statement spoke particularly of 
the supply bills for the state, justice, 
commerce and lkbor departments, to- 
gether with the independent offices 
bill, all of which have been reported 
out from the house appropriations 
committee. 

The president recommended _ total 
appropriations for these services of 
$1,058,741,556, the statement said, in- 
cluding permanent appropriations of 
$81.104,553. ’ 

The house committee, the statement 
added, increased the figure by $128,- 
535.815, to which “should be added 
$1,268,480 for deferments which will 
be required in the fiscal year.”

Smoot had announced that hear- 
ings would be held, and several pro- 
hibition leaders were waiting outside 
the committee room to testify when 
the vote was taken. Dismissed un- 
heard, the drys decided to air their 
views at a public meeting here next 
Friday. 

Mills told the committee what he 
had already testified to a house com- 
mittee, that the bill would produce 
from $125.000,000 $150,000,000 in 
revenue. He said he was unable to 
estimate what, if any, additional reve- 
nue might be realized by the inclu- 
sion of 3.05 ver cent wine as well 
as beer. 

The bill's provision for a $5 a bar- 
rel tax on brew was indorsed by the 
treasury head as likely to raise more 
revenue than any other levy.

Another amendment designed to in- 
crease the revenue was voted down 
by the committee without a _ record 
vote—a proposal by Senator Borah, 
republican, Idaho, to levy an excess 
profits tax ranging from 10 to 30 
per cent on brewers.

CATHOLICS BACK 
BIRTH ‘SPACING’ 
IN NATURAL WAYS 


CHICAGO, Jan. 30.—(/)—Clergy 
and physicians of the Catholic faith 
attended a seminar on birth control 
yesterday under the auspices of the 
Comos and Damian associations, or- 
ganization of Catholic physicians. 

Rev. Joseph Keiner, S. J., former 
dean of Loyola University here, told 
the group that spacing of children 
by natural means was agreeable to 
the ethics of the church. 

He said poverty was one good rea- 
son why a young couple might not 
desire children and “the church im- 
poses no law requiring them to do so.” 

“Interference with natural laws 
and use of artificial means had 
brought the condemnation of church 
authorities,” the Rev. Dr. Reiner 
said. 

He was convinced, he said, that the 
theory of woman's sterility during 
approximately 22 days in each month 
was “effective and should be given a 
thorough trial.” 

The theory was attributed to Dr. K. 
Ogino, of Niigata, Japan, and to Dr. 
Hermann Knars, of Vienna, in a 
booklet compiled last November by 
Dr. Leo J. Latz, of the Loyola Uni- 
versity school of medicine. The Rev. 
Dr. Reiner wrote a foreword. It has 
been discussed optimistically in Cath- 
olic publications, and a similar volume 
published in New York carried the 
imprimatur of Cardinal Hayes. 

Authorities on questions fundamen- 
tal to the theory have varying opin- 
ions on its efficacy. Dr. Ogino and 
Dr. Knaus fixed the mipimum life 
of male cells at two days and of the 
female cells at a few hours instead 
of the eight days and three days, re- 
spectively, accepted by most medical 
authorities. 

Dr. A. G. Miller, of Hobart, Ind., 
presented charts and statisties of 150 
cases through which he studied the 
theory over two years. Eighty-seven 
women. he said, utilized the theory 
most of that time with complete suc- 
cess. The others computed inaccu- 
rately the periods when conception 
was to have been expected. 

Dr. Henry L. Schmitz, president of 
the American Gynecology Society and 
head of the department .at Loyola 
University, said the method of compu- 
tation was open to doubt but that it 
was well worth further study and 


| experiment. 


He said his figures showed that 


only 9 per cent of all women have 28 
'day cycles, 63 per cent have shorter 
cycles and 28 per cent longer ones. 


Dr. Miller replied that lately se- 
rums have been perfected for injee- 
tion into the blood, “correcting this 
condition without a great deal of 
trouble, and that it should be done.”

His father is dead, his 
stepfather has lost patience with him 
and I am penniless. I have explained 
the financial situation to him and 
tried to make him see the necessity 
for taking his education, but I've 
made’ no impression upon him. He 
seems to think that if he quit school 
he would have no difficulty in find- 
ing any sort of a job he wanted. 
though he has had experience with the 
difficulty of finding a job during sum- 
mer vacations. When he has succeeded 
in landing a vacation job that paid 
him a few dollars he has spent his 
money for foolishness instead of for 
necessities. When I call him to task 
about this he replies “It is your busi- 
ness to furnish me with food and 
clothes and a place to sleep.” I have 
spoken of putting him in a_ school 
where he will have military discipline 
and he threatens to run away from 
home if I attempt it.

A school 
where military discipline is in force 
would be a fine thing. for him and in 
all likelihood his threat-to run away 
rather than go to such a school is 
only a threat, one which he will not 
carry out. Yet one hesitates to advise 
any woman to take the chance lest 
her boy join that army of jobless 
youths of 48 states about which a 
New York newspaper reporter is now 
writing a series of articles. New 
York is their Mecca and when night 
comes they swirl around Times Square 
like a flock of migratory birds that 
have lost their way. It is estimated 
that there are between 200,000 and 
900,000 of them in the land, jobless, 
hungry, cold and desperate. 


A parent faced with such a baf- 
fling problem can do one of two 
things, she can let matters drift 
from bad to worse until the boy is 
hardened in idleness and drifts 
eventually into crime. Or she can 
chart a course for him that is se 
straight and narrow that he recog- 
nizes that he must walk in it or 
run away. The military school in- 
volves such a course and if the 
friend and teachers fail in their at- 
tempt to bring the young boy to 
his senses he must be sent to an 
institution whose discipline he can- 
not despise.

ONE-SIDED RACE 
IS BIG MENACE 
TO BASEBALL 


Yankees Drew Good 
Early Crowds But 
Interest Lagged. 


By Frederick G. Lieb.

Under the management of Frank 
Chance one of the managerial gen- 
iuses of his time, the . New ork 
Yankees of 1913, a seventh-place club, 
drew 250,00C fans for the season. 

Last season the Yankees drew 
1.250.000 paid admissions, without 


feounting the World Series. 


Acerrding to Business Manager Ed 
Barrew, the club’s 1932 attendance 
at the stadium prior to July was far 
in excess of anything the club, or 
any other, had done ever before. 

However. as the Yankees ran away 
from the field, the crowds fell off 
sharply. Even so, with no race left 
by Labor Day, their double-header 
with the Athletics drew 65,000. In 
view of those facts, may it not sound 
presumptuous to ask: What is the 
matter with the American legaue? 

But is it? There is another side 
to the picture. On their last swing 
through the west, the Yankees played 
to empty benches in Cleveland, St. 
Louis, Chicago and Detroit. In Chi- 
cago it was believed prospects of a 
Cub-Yankve World Series would bring 
out the Chicago National league fans 
if for oo other reason than to size 
up the Cubs’ American league oppo- 


nents, 
LESS BUSINESS. 

Instead, the Yankees played to less 
business in Chicago in that series 
than on any other visit since Babe 
Ruth came to the Yankees in 1920. 
And if the Yankees played to such 
crowds with their Babe Ruth slug- 
ging circus as an attraction, one may 
guess what crowds came out to see 
a series between the White Sox and 
Red Sox. 

Colonel Ruppert’s fat bank roll and 
the splendid organization he has built 
has nrade New York an American 
league city. But in a sense it has de- 
stroyed the fine balance of the league. 
One-sided races have been the curse 
of the American league. There has 
been no real race in the American 
league sinee 1924. when Washington 
defeated New York. 

There were close finishes in 1926 
and 1928, but they were due largely 
to late season Yankee slumps. For 
instance, in 1926, the Yankees led 
Cleveland’ by 10 games when the In- 
dians called at the stadium late in 
August. There was nothing crucial 
about the series. It wasn’t until the 
last two weeks of the season that the 
race tightened up. — 

It was much the same two years 
later, when the Yankees led by 13 
games in midseason. The race was 
nearly over by the time the Ath- 
letics closed this gap. Most of the 
interest in the race was concentrated 
in one big Yankee-Athletic series. 

AMERICAN HABIT. 

It was this habit of American 
league pennant winners of winning 
with so little opposition that prompt- 
ed Phil Ball, president of the 
Browns, to remark a few years back: 
“We win all the world championships 
and the National league makes all the 
money.” 

William Harridge, American league 
president, has not given me the com- 
plete attendance figures of his league, 
but he advises me that 1924, the year 
of the $Washington-Yankee-Detroit 
race, was the league’s banner year. He 
said 1920 and 1925 ran 1924 close 
seconds. In 1920 there was a close 
three-cornered race, with Cleveland, 
Chicago and New York finishing three 
games apart. It was the vear Ruth 
joined the Yankees when they made 
their first serious pennant bid. | 

It is significant, Mr. MHarridge 
says, that 1925 ran close to 1920 
for second place. That was the Yan- 
kees’ worst year since the war, the 
club dropping from second to seventh 
place while illness and suspension 
confined Babe Ruth’s activities to 98 
games, 

In 1927 the Yankees made their 
greatest display of strength. They 
won the pennant by a 19-game mar- 
gin over the Athletics and won 110 
victories for a league record. That 
club played to approximately 1,500,- 
0) paid admissions. 

1927 AND 1932. 

Yet it may be observed that 1927 
is not listed among the best three 
American league years. The Yankees 
that season drew something like 37 
per cent of the league’s entire busi- 
ness, Last season it also was be- 
tween 35 and 40 per cent of the 
total. 

Topheaviness in the east has lost 
much of the old attractiveness of 
‘American league rates. The Cleve- 
land club of 1920 was the last west- 
ern club in the circuit to appear in 
a World Series. 

In the last 12 years, New York has 
won seven times, Philadelphia three 
and Washington two. Not only have 
these three teams won all the pennants 
but almost invariably they have held 
all the contending positions. Cleve- 
land finished second in 1921 and 1926. 
The Browns were second in 1922, 
while the Tigers were second in 1923 
and third in 1924. Otherwise, all honor 
positions have gone to the east. 

Nineteen hundred and thirty-three 

romises the same old alignment, New 
fork, Washington and Philadelphia, 
with the Senators likely to give the 
Yankees the stiffest competition. The 
result of this bad balance has serious- 
ly injured the league in the west, once 
its strongest section. | 

DETROIT PRESTIGE. 

If the league won New York from 
the National, it has taken second place 
in Chicago, St. Louis and Boston, It 
also has lost considerable prestige in 
Detroit. one of the nation’s foremost 
baseball cities, where 24 years of pen- 
pantliese ball not only have soured 
many of the fans on the team but on 
baseball. 

Yet one may ask: What can be done 
to preserve a better balance? Certainly 
I would not tamper with a race. 
agree with Colonel Ruppert that the 
slightest suggestion to influence a race 
would be fatal. From 1902 to 1909, 
inclusive. the American league had 
one great race after another. A sports 
editor wrote such close races could 
not possibly happen and intimated 
they were manipulated from within. 
He was barred from all major league 
parks. 

I believe all of these races were 
“naturals.” They were natural because 
all of the clubs then were on a more 
even footing. There was no such great 
difference in the financial strength of 
one club as now exists between the 
Yankees and the Red Sox.
